CHAMBER OF COMMERCE 


URGES COTTON GROWING 


Interest on the part of the Danville 


Chamber of Commerce in fostering 
the growing of-cotton in the adjoin1- 
Ing sections was manifested today 
when a bulletin prepared by Acting 
Secretary Henry B. Watklns. was Is- 
sued showing that the local organiza- 
tion ax well as the Danville Fair As- 
sociation are watching: the develop- 
ment of cotton growing, and encour- 
aging crop diversification. The state- 
ment issued this morning bearing on 
the advantage of growing cotton in 
this section as well on tobacco is as 
follows: 
"Both the Chamber of Commerce 


and the Danville Fair association have 
kept in close touch with the highly 
successful experiment by many of the 
leading farmers of the southern por- 
tion of Plttsylvanla county and the 
three bordering counties 
of North 


Carolina on the cultivation of cotton. 
First-hand information obtained from 
the farmers who have experimented 
in its cultivation indicates that our 
climate and soil are admirably suited 
to the successful cultivation of cotton. 
The results obtained, compared with 
cotton growing sections south of us, 
phow a higher average yield per acre, 
and quality equal to or better than 
cotton grown in the southern states 
where it has been the money crop for 
a century or more. 


"It has been demonstrated beyond 


question that cotton can be raised in 
this section profitably, as the prices 
obtained for cotton raised in Pittsyl- 
vania county during tjie past year 
compared 
favorably with 
the top 


prices for the same grade of cotton 
grown elsewhere. Under the circum- 
stances, our farmers have the unusual 
opportunity of cultivating two "profit- 
able crops, tobacco and cotton, pro- 
viding at least two baskets in which 
to put their eggs. 
"Reliable statiirtics from the Fed- 
eral-' Government show conclusively 
that ^sections of our country that have 
held,to the one-crop idea •continuously 
have not been prosperous. 
As an 


example, statistics show that one'of 


the southern States that ha* contin- 
ued to adhere to the one-crop plan 
received in one year a little, more 
than $100^000,000 for It* one-money 
crop, cotton, and spent 
1115.000.000 


for meat, feed, flour and vegetables 
produced in otfter State* that could 
under an intelligent sydtem of diver- 
sified farming, have been produced In 
the cotton State. 
It is generally ac- 


cepted as true that the builnes* man 
who puts all of his egge in the earn* 
basket in the long run 1* bound to 
lose, and what is true of the cotton 
planter and the one-crop system In 
just as true of the farmers in, sections 
of our State that have pinrfed their 
faith -to the cultivation of tobacco, 
carrying out the one-crop idea as It 
has been done In the cotton-producing 
sections.' 
"Frequent Inquiries are made at 


the Chamber of Commerce as to the 
possibility of securing sufficient gin- 
ning facilities for taking care of the 
cotton produced in this section. I am 
absolutely certain tha.t the business 
Interests 
of 
Danville- through 
its 
Chamber of Commerce can g'uarantee 
adequate facilities for ginning all cot- 
ton raided in this section provided the 
production will justify the expendi- 
ture. Already two gins are in oper- 
ation, one at Dry Fork, Va.. and one 
at Milton, N C.. and arrangements 
are being perfected for securing sev- 
eral other gins to be located where 
needed most, and as all commercial 
business in Danville Is predicated, on 
successful farming, ample provisions 
will be made for taking care of the 
cotton poduced in the counties around 
Danville, 


"Owing to the ravages of the boll 
weevil in the Southern States a very 
large percentage of the acreage here- 
tofore available for cotton produc- 
tion is being- used for other purp oses. 
thereby reducing the production _of 
cotton below the world's actual con- 
sumptive demands. This in itself is 
the best guarantee of continued high 
prices-for that staple, and will insure 
a reasonable profit- to- those of our 
farmers who hereafter will engage in 
the cultivation of cotton.''
